and it will be readily admitted, that the more 
expert and successful the huntsman, the more 
skilful and effective the warrior. 

“ But vanous soever as may have been their 
objects in emigrating, no sooner had they come 
together, than there existed in each sett ent, 
a perfect unison of feeling. Simnilitude of situa- 
tion and community of danger, operating as a 

charin, stifled in their birth those little 
bickevings, which are so apt to disturb the quiet 
of society. Ambition of preferment and the pride 
of place, too often lets and hindrances to social 
intercourse, were unknown among = them.— 
Equality of condition rendered them strangers 
alike, to the baneful distinctions created by 
wealth and other adventitious circumstances ; 
and tocavy, which gives additional virus to their 
venom. sense of mutual dependence for their 
common security, linked them in amity; and 
conducting their several purposes in harmonious 
concert; together they tuiled and together suf- 


fered. 

“ Not all the * pomp and pride and pageantry’ 
of life, could vie with the Arcadian scenes which 
encircled the rude cottages of these men.— 
Their humble dwelh were the abode of virtue, 
rarely tuund in the * cloud cap'd towers and gor- 
geous palaces’ of splendid ambition. And when 
peace reigned around them, neither the gaudy 
trappings of wealth, nor the insignia of office, 
nor the slacked thirst for distinction could have 
added to the happiness which they enjoyed.’ 

“In their intercourse with others, they were 
kind, beneficent and disinterested ; extending to 
all, the most generous hospitality whieh their cir- 
cumstances could afford. That selfishness which 
prompts to liberality for the sake of remunera- 
tion, and proffers the civilities of life with an eye 
to individual interest, was unknown to them. 
They were kind for kindness sake ; and sought 
no other recompense, than the never failing 
concomitant of good deeds—the reward of an 
approving comscience. 

“Its usual for men in the decline of life, to 
COULT art the sOeuwes whek ere thee besmg embe 
bited, with those through which they have passed 
in the days of youth; aod not unirequently, to 
moralize on the decay of those virtues, which 
enhance the enjoyment of life and give to plea- 
sure its highest relish. The mind is then apt to 
revert to earher tunes, and to dwell with satis- 
faction on the manners and customs which pre- 
vailed in the hey-day of youth. Every chanye, 
which may have been wrought iw them » deem- 
ed a detenorating innovation, and the sentence 
of their condemnation unhesitatingly pronoun- 
ced. This is not always the result of wnpartial 
and discriminating jud ot. It is perhaps, 
more frequently founded in prepossession ; aud 
based on the prejudices of education and habit. 

“ On the other hand those who are just enter- 
ing on the vestibule of life, are prone to give 
preference to the habits of the present genera- 
lion; viewing, too often, with contemptuous de- 
rision those of the past. Mankind certainly 
advance in intelligence and refinement, but vir- 
tue and happiness do not, at all times, keep pace 
with thes prouress, * Tv wnform the underdand- 
ing’ is not always ‘lo correct and enlarge the 
neart;' vor do the blandisiuments of life tovaria- 
bly add to the sum of moral excellence; they 
are often,‘ as Dead sea _fruat that tempts the eye, 
but turns to ashes on the hips.’ W hile a reugh

Many may deem such details trivial, but it is 
sparks which often produce conflagrations by 
which cities are consumed.

Were, Deruetrated,The 
came absolutely furious, and the unaccountable 
apathy or neglect of — left them 
to their own passions resources. The ne- 
cessity of forming a st post on the Olno far 
below Pittsburgh, was felt before the revolution, 
and the events of that war demonstrated such 
necessity. The capture of Cornwallis and his 
army in the autumn of 1781, relieved the conti- 
nental government from all apprehensions of the 
result of the contest, and excited hopes, which 
were never realised, im the breasts of the fron- 
tier people, of effective aid against their savage 
enemies. 

By a fatality, which unfortunately for human 
nature, was not singular, the neglect of the gov- 
ernment and rage of the people combined to in- 
flict vengeance on the innocent, for the crimes of 
the guilty. Between the peace of 1763 aad the 
revoiution, the Christian Indians, usually called 
Moravians, from having been converted by that 
sect, bad considerably increased, and three vil- 
lages inhabited by them, were situeted on Musk- 
inguin river, these went by the names of Salem, 
Goadenhutten, and Shoenbrum. It was in fact 
at one of these very villages, that a strung out- 
post ought to have been formed early in 1782.— 
These people were, from their pacific profes- 
sions, objects of contempt, and from their posi- 
| tion of hatred and suspicion to two belligerant 
| a breathing war and v mee. If the 
oravian Indians had been waliblently power- 
|ful to mamta their neutrality, their situation 
would have enabled them to preserve peace on 
both sides, but it certainly was the very heigit 
of human iafatuation, to expect less than de- 
struction to an unarmed handful of people alike 
suspected by whites and Indians. 

* Ip the spring of 17e1, the principal war-chief 
of the Delawares, apprised the missionaries and 
them, of the danger which threatened them, as 
well from the whites as the savages, and advised 
them to remove to some situation, where they
